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NEW  IDEAS  ON  WOOD 


BY  SALLY  KTRKa 


Two  years  ago  my  Doctor  ordered  me  to  stay  in  bed  for  awhile  or  have  a 
open  heart  operation.  Now  being  active  all  the  time  I just  couldn't  sit 
still  doing  nothing.  So  I asked  my  Doctor  couldn't  I do  something  as  I 
was  getting  nervous  just  sitting.  His  answer  was  as  long  as  I didn't 
move  around  to  much  and  stayed  in  bed  or  in  ray  easy  chair. 

Next  question  was  what  could  I do  sitting  in  bed  but  I had  lot  of  ideas 
I wanted  to  try  out.  As  elongated  coins  are  my  first  love  and  I design 

and  roll  my  own  coins  I just  could  work  on  this.  As  I put  a lot  of  my 

elongated  coins  on  my  wood,  I started  to  get  an  idea  of  making  a few  wood- 
en elongated  pennies  as  small  as  the  pennies  I roll  out. 

As  I sat  there  one  night  I asked  my  husband  A1  if  he  had  certain  cut- 
ters or  tools  I could  use.  I had  some  thin  wood  that  one  carpenter 
gave  me  once,  so  I would  give  it  a try  what  I had  in  mind.  As  I had  to 

sit  and  not  walk  on  my  legs  at  all  I did  the  best  I could.  First  I had 

to  measure  and  draw  the  size  I wanted.  With  a big  wood  cutter  tool  I had 
I cut  out  what  I wanted.  The  sample  I made  didn't  look  to  good  at  first 
but  after  I sanded  the  wood  I had  what  looked  pretty  good. 

After  that  I sat  night  after  night  cutting  wood  out  in  the  shape  of  a 
small  elongated  coin.  After  this  was  done  and  a few  sore  fingers  to  show 
for  this  I had  to  sit  night  after  night  sanding  each  and  everyone  I cut. 
This  was  a workout  as  somehow  it  bothered  my  heart.  Again  my  Doctor 
said  I must  give  this  up  but  I couldn't.  I worked  this  out  as  when  my 
friends  came  to  visit  me  I handed  each  some  sand  paper  to  sand  the  wood. 
This  way  I only  had  to  check  each  one  to  see  they  were  done  right.  It 
was  a slow  production  but  I did  finish  lots  more  then  I expected. 

Getting  them  ready  to  print  was  another  job  but  I bought  what  I had  to 
and  I was  ready.  As  I do  things  the  hard  way  it  took  me  longer  to  do  but 
after  I printed  the  first  few  I was  a little  proud.  Even  though  all  this 
took  me  a few  months  to  do  I ended  up  making  fifteen  different  wooden 
elongated  pennies.  Nothing  real  fancy  but  as  far  as  I know  they  were  the 


first  wooden  elongated  pennies  made. 

I did  put  a few  sets  of  10  and  15  in  some  Philatelic  Numisatic  Covers 
and  had  them  cancelled  last  year  at  the  A.N.A.  Convention  in  Cincinatti, 
Ohio.  I wouldn't  part  with  any  of  these  covers  as  they  will  be  rare 
collectors  items  someday.  Last  year  I gave  many  of  these  wooden  elong- 
ated pennies  the  size  of  a real  rolled  out  penny  and  the  rest  I sold. 

I do  not  know  if  I will  make  any  more,  but  maybe  later  I will.  I do 
know  it  was  a good  idea  that  worked  but  it  also  was  a lot  of  hard  work. 
Yet  it  was  fun  trying  out  a new  idea.  So  if  I could  do  it  so  can  others 
why  not  try  and  come  up  with  something  even  better.

Such 
diverse  activities  include  doorknob  collecting,  railroad  photography, 
and,  last,  but  certainly  not  least,  wooden  money  collecting. 

I first  became  acquainted  with  this  book  when  my  brother,  Jack  Bales, 
sent  me  some  copied  pages  from  it.  He  is  probably  one  of  the  world's 
foremost  authorities  on  Horatio  Alger  Jr.  and  his  works,  and  J^ck 
is  included  in  the  book.

Theodore  Roosevelt  believed  that  GOD  was  too  saored  j 
to  adorn  a common  coin.  Not  many  Americans  or 
Canadians  seem  to  agree  with  Madeline  O' Hare’s 
atheistic  views  and  lawmakers  have  rued  the  day 
they  tampered  with  Christian  mottos. 

This  wood  was  so  designed  that  a skilled  craftsman 
could  remove  the  wooden  coin  designed  in  the  center 
and  replace  it  with  a real  Canadian  Large  Cent  with 
DEI  ORA  on  one  side  and  ONE  CENT  1911  on  the  other. 
Only  a dozen  of  these  Whooping  Crane  "Coppers"  have 
been  produced.  • 

We  hope  that  the  enclosed  wood  and  vignette  will 
add  to  the  excitement  of  numismatics  in  1982.

In  the.  make  of  the  -ice  age,  5 00,000  years  ago,  the  whooping  Crane  was  a 
flourishing  specie  of  the  bind,  population.  By  the  time  the  Pilgrims 
landed  at  Plymouth  Rock  their  numbers  had  diminished  to  a mere  15 00  binds. 
By  1939  they  were  designated  as  an  endangered  specie  uith  only  14  birds 
remaining.  In  recent  years  the  governments  of  Canada  and  the  United 
States  established  a wildlife  program  to  reverse  the  demise  oh  the  famous 
"who open" .There  are  now  approximately  100  birds  in  existence.

The  sight  oh  the  whooping ■ cranes  in  the  air  is  an  experience  packed  with 
beauty  and  drama.  As  they  glide  through  the  sky,  there  is  a dignity  and 
sense  oh  unconquered  wildness  essential  to  their  will  to  survive.  There 
are  times  when  the  cranes'  clarion  call  hill  the  heavens  with  a windsong 
resembling  the  sound  oh  the  trumpets  from  the  Angel  Gabrial.  A hter 
wintering  in  the  grasslands  oh  South  Texas'  balmy  coastal  bend,  the 
whooping  cranes  will  return  to  Canada  in  mid- April.  This  is  the  same 

time  i frame  that  is  set  aside  for  Coin  Week  North  America.

The  whooping  crane  is  not  the  only  victim  oh  evil  horces . Both  the  United 
States  and  the  Canadian  monitory  systems  have  been  desecrated  on  occasions 
by  those  who  appear  to  be  non-believers  oh  a Supreme  Being.  In  1910  Canada 
passed  the  Revised  Currency  Act  that  resulted  in  the  removal  oh  PET  GRATIA 
Iby  the  Grace  oh  God I from  Mil  fractional  coinage.  One  oh  the  victims 
oh  this  decision  ivas  the  1911  large  cent.  The  good  people  oh  Canada 
protested  vehemently  and  insisted  on  the  amended  legend  being  returned 
to  the  1912  coins.  To  this  day  Dei  Gratia;  Vei  Gra;  or  V.G.  appears  on

So  it  is  that  this  1912  Coin  Week  Wood  has  at  least,  in  part,  symbolically 
removed  the  blemish  | from  Canadian  coinage  and  "Vei  Gratia"  has  properly 
returned  to  the  1911  large  cent.  There  are  some  that  believe  that  this  act 
may  not  just  be  symbolic.  Tt  is  reported  that  several  Large  Cent  enthus- 
iasts have  been  systematically  removing  this  " dis -grace- ful " coin  from 
circulation.  As  late  as  1920  most  oh  the  major  dealers  in  Canadian  coins 
on  both  sides  oh  the  border  were  canvas ed  and  offered  a hair  market  price 
hor  the  i few  remaining  1911  large  cents,  extra-hine  and  better.  The  response 
was  surprisingly  light.  An  inventory  oh  the  auction  catalogues  and  the 
numismatic  adds  will  confirm  this  conclusion.  There  is  some  discussion 
that  if  the  1911s  are  returned  to  the  market  they  may  bear  a counter-stamp 
o h a cross  or  some  other  appropriate  mark  to  make  it  possible  i far  the  1911 
King  George  P large  cent  to  take  it's  rightful  place  in  the  Court  of  Honor 
in  Canadian  numismatics.

This  is  sort  of 
a special  day  for  our  loved  ones,  where  we  show  our  appreciation  to 
our  love  ones  by  sending  the«  all  a Valentine  card  to  remember  this 
lay. 

As  we  are  wooden  money  collectors  some  of  us  also  send  wooden  money 
postcards,  or  just  a round  wooden  nickel  commorating  this  day.  So 
whats  a better  way  to  do  this  by  having  a wooden  Valentine  nickel  made 
for  this  special  day.  Some  say  it  with  flowers  and  candy,  but  we  say 
Happy  Valentines  Day  the  wooden  money  way.  'Ve  not  only  please  our 
loved  ones  by  having  their  name  on  the  wooden  money  and  the  wooden 
money  becomes  a collectors  item  by  many  of  the  wooden  money  collectors. 

As  we  all  know  many  nice  Valentine  wooden  money  has  been  in  the  past  I 

few  years. 

1 also  mad  a special  wooden  postcard  size  wood  made  for  this  special 
day.  As  l said  before  my  first  love  is  elongated  coins.  1 also  have 
T 'wr.  machine  to  maice  the  elongated  coins  that  i want.  So  when  1 make 
these  large  postcard  size  wood  l always  nave  an  elongated  coin  in  mind 
to  go  wit.n  the  postcard  wood. 

I design  one  idea  for  St.  Valentines  bay  and  an  elongated  coin  to 
go  witr.  the  wood,  once  1 receive  the  wood  1 either  add  on  or  paint 
the  wood  so  no  one  else  would  have  my  wood  to  sell  but  me.  To  this  1 
added  tiny  lace  around  the  heart  that  1 had  in  the  middle  of  the  wood. 

Then  with  a special  kind  of  glue  1 glued  my  Valentine  elongated  penny 
or  a silver  dime  into  the  center  of  the  heart.  Thi3  sort  of  changed 
the  wood  to  look  more  like  a real  wooden  money  postcard. 

This  all  took  time  as  at  times  you  had  to  hold  each  wood  with  your 
fingers  until  the  copper  cein  would  stick  to  the  wood.  Believe  me  not 
all  glue  will  hold  coins  on. wood,  so  this  special  glue  had  to  be  bought. 

Once  when  the  lace  and  the  coin  that  was  glued  was  dried  you  sort  of 
had  a different  Valentine  wooden  money  no  one  else  had. 

In  all  the  corners  i think  I had  140,  but  1 forgot  now,  but  it  shows 
its  wooden  money.  1 also  put  my  husbands  name  on  the  card  to.  Then 
1 added  one  more  thing  to  the  wood  as  1 went  to  the  postoffice  and  had 
my  wooden  money  postcards  cancelled  on  February  14th.  bo  my  Valentine 
wood  not  only  covered  the  wooden  money  collectors  but  was  also  collect- 
ed by  the  postcard  collectors.  it  also  covers  the  elongated  collectors 
and  it  was  also  a Philatelic  Numismatic  Cover. 

X io  not  have  any  to  sell  as  these  were  made  a few  years  ago  as  a 
dealer  at  coin  shows,  these  were  sold  out  long  ago.  This  wood  is  not 
sold  cheap.  The  few  i have  left  I'll  keep  for  myself.  1 wrote  this 
to  encourage  otners  to  try  their  luck  and  make  something  different  as 
a nobby  can  be  fun  if  you  make  it  so. 


WOODEN  MONEY  AS  GIFTS 

This  Christmas  I was  able  to  utilize  wooden  money  in  several  unusual 
ways.  I thought  that  this  might  be  a topic  of  interest  to  the  readers 
of  Bunyan ' s Chips ■ 

My  sister  and  brother-in-law  went  to  school  at  Illinois  State  University; 
they  spent  many  hours  at  the  Sambo's  restaurants  in  Bloomington,  IL  and 
Normal,  IL.  For  a couple  dollars  I picked  up  a small  wooden  plaque  at 
a crafts  store,  stained  it,  and  on  one  side  glued  two  Sambo's  chips  - 
Bloomington  and  Normal-  and  on  the  other  side  glued  a Sambo's  chip 
showing  the  standard  Sambo  design.  After  inserting  a decorative  hanger 
in  the  top,  I had  an  interesting  and  meaningful  Christmas  tree  ornament. 

One  could  do  the  same  thing  with  a Christmas  wood.  All  you  have  to  do  is 
glue  a Christmas  wood  on  each  side  of  the  plaque,  thus  showing  both  wood 
sides,  and  there  you  have  it. 

My  sister  went  to  Northwestern  University,  in  Evanston,  IL.  I obtained 
one  each  of  every  type  of  the  Evanston  flat  - 13  of  them  - and  then 
went  to  one  of  those  "you  frame  it"  stores.  There  I picked  out  a nice 
picture  frame  and  mat.  I then  went  home,  and  glued  the  woods  onto  the 
mat,  and  then  framed  it.  The  result  was  simply  stunning;  my  sister,  who, 
by  her  own  admission,  thinks  wooden  money  collecting  is  "dumb",  was 
overjoyed,  and  it  hangs  in  a place  of  honor  in  her  apartment. 

A word  of  caution  is  in  order  here.  I have  read  reports  that  one  can 
varnish  wooden  nickels  and  thus  preserve  them.  Don't  you  believe  it. 

I ruined  one  of  my  plaques  by  doing  just  that  - I ended  up  with  a nicely 
varnished  plaque,  but  the  wood  itself  turned  very  dark,  and  the 
writing  became  almost  unreadable. 

Some  people  may  think  that  by  glueing  the  woods,  I ruined  them.  I 
don't  think  so.  To  me,  the  purpose  of  a hobby  is  to  bring  enjoyment. 

If  I can  do  that  by  glueing  woods  to  a plaque,  or  to  a framing  mat,  then 
more  power  to  me. 

I'm  already  thinking  of  next  Christmas.  My  twin  brother  works  in 
Virginia  - all  I need  is  a bunch  of  Virginia  woods,  then  I'll  get 
another  picture  frame,  then  I'll....

THE  MAN  WHODUNNIT 


All  of  the  Chicago  Century  of  Progress  woods  are  unusual,  and  the  three 
inch  rounds  are  certainly  no  exception.  Made  of  plywood,  the  woods 
"turn"  like  a coin.  On  one  side,  a stern  Indian  looks  sideways  at  you, 
a strange  look  in  his  eye.  Turn  the  wood  over,  and  you  see  a smiling 
buffalo. 

On  the  buffalo  side,  written  around  the  perimeter,  are  the  words 
"COPYRIGHT  1934,  J.H.  SCHAFER  IND'PLS."  Who  was  this  J.H.  Schafer? 

To  find  out,  I wrote  the  Indiana  State  Library,  asking  for  a photocopy 
of  the  appropriate  page  of  the  Indianapolis  City  Directory  for  1934. 
Reprinted  here,  it  does  show  a John  H.  Schafer,  married  to  Elizabeth  C. , 
living  at  605  Weghorst. 

But  was  this  the  J.H.  Schafer?  To  make  sure,  I contacted  the  Copyright 
Office  of  the  Library  of  Congress.  They  sent  me  a copy  of  the  Certificate 
of  Copyright  Registration.  As  you  can  see,  this  was  indeed  the  same  man. 

There  are  still  alot  of  unanswered  questions:  what  was  J.H.  Schafer  a 

salesman  for  - a wooden  money  manufacturer?  No,  most  likely  not  - 
otherwise  the  manufacturer's  name  would  be  on  the  wood,  instead  of  his. 
Like  I said  - alot  of  unanswered  questions  - maybe  someday  we'll  have 
the  answers .

Recently  a few  of  us  collectors  from  Calgary  attended  the  annual 
fall  show  sponsored  by  the  Saskatoon  Coin  and  Stamp  Clubs.  While 
we  were  in  our  hotel  room  we  did  some  worthwhile  trading  with  such 
notable  wood  collectors  as;  Paul  Johnson  (Toronto) , Ted  Oulds  (Calgary) 
and  our  host  Frank  Harding  (Delisle) . It  was  at  this  time  that  Mr. 
Harding  decided  to  let  us  view  a few  of  his  recent  one-of-kind  prize 
woods  from  Western  Canada.  Without  delay  we  contacted  the  CAVALIER 
HAIR  CENTRE  to  enquire  to  see  if  we  could  acquire  a specimen  for 
our  fast  growing  collections. 

According  to  Aubrey  Snyder,  a staff  member  of  the  Regina  store 
the  wooden  tokens  was  mainly  issued  to  advertise  the  two  stores  in 
the  province  of  Saskatchewan.  These  wooden  pieces  were  officially 
issued  on  September  19th,  1979.  However,  until  October  1981  we 
never  knew  that  these  woods  existed.

Chattanooga  is  the  home  of  the  flaring  green  glass  bottle  with  the 
white  swirling  script  which  is  the  mainstay  of  the  thirsty  ball  park 
crowd,  seeking  "The  Pause  that  Refreshes",  and  the  boxy  coolers  in 
every  gas  station,  proudly  urging  Americans  to  "Drink  Coca-Cola." 

(I  made  my  first  million  manufacturing  Coca-Cola  bottles,  ha  ha!!!!!) 

The  story  of  the  bottling  of  the  favorite  brown  beverage,  which  "things 
go  better  with",  is  a historical  event  as  familiar  to  Chattanoogans 
as  the  tales  of  Chief  John  Ross  and  as  dear  as  the  looming  majesty  of 
Lookout  Mountain  where  you  can  visit  RUBY  FALLS  and  ROCK  CITY.  There 
is  a world  famous  railroad  museum  here  and  the  steepest  incline  in  the 
world . 

Hunter  Museum  of  Art  is  open  to  the  public,  admission  free,  from  10  a.m. 
to  4:30  p.m.  Tuesday  through  Saturday  and  1 to  4:30  pm  on  Sunday. 

The  Chattanooga  Choo-Choo,  one  of  the  world's  largest  restaurants, 
invites  you  into  a land  of  nostalgia.

For  some  money  you'll  find  one  somewheres.  Most  printers  don't  have  the 
thin  wood  around  but  you  can  get  most  wood  in  any  hobby  shop.  Or  have 
them  order  you  some  but  most  hobby  shops  have  the  wood  for  model  planes. 
You  can  then  cut  this  wood  to  the  size  you  want  and  bring  it  to  your 
printer  to  do  the  rest.  Theres  also  Jack  Huggins  of  IOWMC  that  can  help 
you  out  also. 

So  Happy  Easter  folks  and  may  this  day  be  just  a little  brighter  for 
you  when  you  received  your  wooden  money  postcard  from  someone  for  Easter.

Book  Review,  Tokens , Medals , fc  Other  Exonumia  of  Lake  County,  Illinois , 
by  Alon  Jeffrey , Arnold  Winfield,  Dale  Grim,  and  Jerry  Jaeger.

The  four  authors  mentioned  above  have  done  an  incredible  job  in 
cataloguing  the  exonumia  of  Lake  County,  IL.  Actually,  "cataloguing" 
is  probably  not  even  the  proper  word  to  describe  what  they  have 
accomplished.  Not  content  with  merely  listing  the  tokens,  wooden 
nickels,  etc.,  of  Lake  County,  they  also  entered  the  field  of  historical 
research  in  order  to  draw  conclusions  as  to  the  age  of  the  tokens, 
different  denominations  of  a token,  and  number  of  tokens  issued,  to  name 
just  a few.  Shown  here  is  an  illustration  of  what  I am  talking  about; 
it  depicts  the  typical  format  of  this  book;  i.e.,  an  illustration  of 
the  token  ir.  question,  followed  by  a written  description,  followed  by 
an  historical  analysis.  One  of  my  favorite  pages,  in  describing  a 
Libertyville  wooden  nickel,  is  as  follows:  "A  contemporary  newspaper  • 

account  noted  that  the  crowd  of  900  use  'round,  wooden  chips,  with  a 
75th  anniversary  insignia. .. to  purchase  refreshments.'" 

This  work  is  further  complimented  by  a preface,  introduction,  table  of 
contents,  and  index.  Any  person  or  organization  who  is  in  the  process 
of  cataloguing  the  wooden  money  of  a particular  area  would  do  well  to 
purchase  this  book  - if  you  follow  this  format,  you  know  that  you  have 
done  a superb  job. 

This  group  is  currently  engaged  in  another  project  - the  cataloguing  of 
all  known  wooden  food  stamps.  Any  collector  who  has  information  to 
share  is  urged  to  write  Alon  Jeffrey  at  the  above-mentioned  address.

In  the  Fall  of  1963  I was  on  a business  trip  to  New  Brunswick.  One  evening  in 
Fredericton  a business  associate  invited  me  to  his  home  and  during  the  course 
of  the  evening  showed  me  his  coin  collection.

Wood  Token  collecting  provides  the  most  pure  fun 
of  all  my  collecting  interests.  It's  a hobby  in  which  I intend  to  maintain  a

Shilling  Day  In  New  Lyme 
By.  C.  H.  Manners 


Saturday,  Dec.  11,  1982  will  be  Shilling  Day  at  Pine 
Tree  Lodge  in  New  Lyme,  Ohio.  On  this  day  visitors  to  the 
tree  farm  will  receive  the  1962  wooden  coin.  This  is  the 
16th  annual  edition  of  the  Pine  Tree  Shilling. 

The  1982  coin  depicts  a wrapped  Christmas  tree  on 
top  of  an  auto. 

Christmas  trees  are  now  wrapped  at  the  tree  farm.  This 
is  done  as  a customer  service  to  improve  safety  and  to  protect 
the  tree  during  transport,  storage  and  set  up.  Tree  farm  owner 
Charles  Manners  says  he  calls  it  gift  wrapping  because  there 
is  no  charge  for  this  service. 

The  wooden  shilling  is  patterned  after  the  first  truly 
American  coin,  the  Pine  Tree  Shilling,  which  originated  in 
Boston,  Massachusetts  in  1652  and  has  a very  colorful  history. 

Previous  issues  depict  many  events  in  the  Manners  family 
life.  The  1973  coin  commemorated  the  20th  anniversary  of  the 
Manners  family  in  the  Christmas  tree  industry  and  the  1977 
coin  commemorated  10  years  in  the  wooden  series. 

The  1978  coin  was  issued  to  commemorate  the  National 
Christmas  Tree  Growers  convention  held  in  Amherst,  Massachusetts. 
The  Manners  family  attended  the  meeting  and  took  an  active  part 
in  the  program.  Charles  Manners  was  a speaker  and  told  of 
his  experiences  with  wooden  coins  and  how  he  used  them  in 
conjunction  with  his  tree  farm. 

Manners  estimates  that  there  are  probably  less  than  100 
complete  sets  held  by  collectors,  but  those  collectors  live  in 
far-flung  areas.  California  has  the  largest  number  of  collectors 
but  they  can  be  found  in  Hawaii  and  Moose  Jaw,  Saskatuan,  Canada 
as  well  as  throughout  the  United  States. 

There  is  no  charge  for  the  coin,  just  a self-addressed, 
stamped  envelope  to  Manners  Pine  Tree  Lodge,  New  Lyme,  Ohio 
4L066.  This  year  all  requests  will  be  hand-canceled  at  the 
New  Lyme  Post  Office.

“Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress 
assembled,  that  the  year  1982  is  designated  as  the 
‘Bicentennial  Year  of  the  American  Bald  Eagle'  and 
June  20,  1982,  is  ‘National  Bald  Eagle  Day.’ . . 

-Public  Law  97-139 
97th  Congress 

The  above  MAKES  it  official  . . 1982  is  the  "Year  of  the  Bald  Eagle",  comnenorating 
the  adoption  of  the  Continental  Congress  on  June  20,  1782,  of  the  Bald  Eagle  as  the 
emblem  of  the  new  republic.  So,  the  official  recognition  given  Eagle  Emblem  Bicen- 
tenial  Year  and  Day  is  a fitting  climax  to  four  decades  for  observance  of  our 
national  emblem's  amniversary. 

When  President  Harry  S.  Truman  had  the  eagle  emblem  prominently  featured  on  the 
Presidential  Flag,  redesigned  and  redrawn,  he  asked  White  House  officials,  "Do  any 
of  you  know  why  I had  a new  eagle  drawn?"  No  one  did,  so  President  Truman  answer- 
ed his  own  question;  "Because  I thought  the  eagle  on  the  old  flag  looked  too  damn 
anemic".  You  can  be  sure  that  there  was  anything  anemic  about  Mr.  Truman's  love  of 
his  country  - and  respect  for  our  flag  and  national  emblem. 

The  spendid  eagles  that  still  wheel  majestically  in  the  blue  sky  of  America  are  part 
of  the  original  heritage  of  all  of  us.  We  have  too  long  hesitated  in  giving  our 
full  allegiance  to  the  great  bird,  the  Bald  Eagle.  It  is  the  symbol  of  our  freedom, 
a symbol  we  need  today  more  than  ever  before. 

It  was  on  June  20,  1782  that  the  Continental  Congress,  after  six  years  of  delibera- 
tion on  the  matter,  finally  chose  the  white-headed  eagle  to  adorn  the  official 
emblem  of  the  U.  S.  Today,  of  course,  the  American  eagle  adorns  not  only  the  Great 
Seal,  but  our  coins,  including  our  Wooden  Money  Great  Seal  set,  the  President's 
flag  and  other  official  crests  of  the  U.S.A.  as  well. 

In  the  design  of  the  American  Great  Seal  are  included  references  to  Almighty  God, 
to  our  Country,  to  our  flag  and  to  our  people.  Most  nations  of  the  world  have  an 
official  seal.  Think  of  these  many  things  when  next  you  look  at  your  "Great  Seals" 
of  our  Country  as  depicted  on  our  Wooden  Money  Great  Seal  collection.  I am  very 
happy  to  own  a set.

The  Boston  State  House,  was  the  most  distinguished  public  building  in  our  new 
republic,  when  it  was  completed  in  1798  and  the  most  visible  with  its  great  dome 
and  its  situation  on  Beacon  Hill. 

The  cancellation  authenticates  the  mefeting  date  and  makes  the  wood  issue  also  a 
Philatelic  Collectors  item.

FAISON,  ARIZ. 

1882—1962 

Located  in  the  exact  center  of  Arizona  and  nestled  among  the  worlds  largest 
stand  of  ponderosa  pines.  Amidts  the  Tonto  National  Forest,  it  is  dramatically  out- 
lined on  the  north  by  the  7000  foot  Mogollon  Rim  which  runs  for  more  than  100  miles 
across  Arizona  and  into  New  Mexico. 


The  First  Settlers  in  Payson  were  prospectors  with  few  belongins  and  no  women; 
thus  they  were  aDle  to  pack  in  short  time  and  come  to  the  land  which  the  horse  soldiers 
said  was  abounding  with  minerals.  As  the  Indian  problem  became  stable,  women  came  to 
the  new  area  and  the  frontiersman  showed  them  all  the  courtesies  their  sex  expected. 
Most  of  them  worked  long  hours  and  had  few  comforts  but  generally  loved  the  new  home 
and  the  wide,  open  spaces.  Payson  mines  produced  little  wealth  out  were  factors  in 
the  early  settlement  of  the  area. 

The  Payson  area  was  first  known  as  Green  Valley  out  oecause  of  its  size  and 
shape,  was  sometimes  termed  Long  Valley  or  Big  Valley.  John  Hise,  Surveyor  General 
of  Arizona  who  was  living  in  the  area  while  the  Survey  work  was  in  progress,  and  James 
Callahan,  a Blacksmith,  laid  out  the  town  to  be  called  "Union  Park."  John  Hise's 
father  came  to  visit  his  sons  and  found  mail  was  long  overdue.  The  elder  Hise  sug- 
gested that  the  people  of  Union  Park  should  contact  Senator  Payson  of  Chicago  and  see 
if  the  town  could  get  a post  office.  John  and  William  Craig,  (Spade  Ranch  owner)  led 
the  move  and  Senator  Payson  was  receptive.  The  Postmaster  General  arranged  for  a post 
office  to  be  opened  at  Union  Park  on  March  3,  188U.  The  thankful  citizens  called  the 
post  Office  "Payson"  and  agreed  the  town  should  be  given  the  same  name  to  avoid  con- 
fusion. The  Senator  never  saw  Payson,  Arizona,  or  Payson,  Utah,  ooth  named  in  his 
honor.  John  Hise  who,  with  his  brother,  owned  the  first  store  in  the  community,  be- 
came the  first  postmaster  for  a short  time.  Later,  George  Bonacker,  J.  W.  boardman, 
William  Boardman,  and  others  have  served  in  this  position.  Green  Valley,  Long  Valley, 
Big  Valley,  and  Union  Park  are  gone,  but  Payson  it  is.

A MAJOR  LOSS  ...  Emil  Di  Bella,  Honorary  Life  Member  Two,  one  of  our  most 
respected  and  more  knowledgeable  and  more  prominent  members  has  passed  away.  This 
indeed  is  the  sad  news  that  was  conveyed  by  King  Kramer,  Honorary  Life  Member 
Eight.  Our  Honorary  life  membership  is  small . Only  eight  of  us  remain  now  and  the 
loss  of  Di  Bella  will  be  greatly  felt. 

MY  IMPRESSION  OF  HIM  . . . has  always  been  "the  grand  daddy"  of  wooden  money 
collectors.  By  1960  he  had  managed  to  gather  the  most  complete  collection  of  wooden 
money  in  the  world,  for  his  day,  which  consisted  of  over  5000  varieties.  Due  to  ill 
health  and  lack  of  space  he  sold  his  entire  collection  to  a collector-friend.  However, 
his  interest  in  wood  and  I.O.W.M.C.  remained  loyal  and  strong. 

EMIL  DI  BELLA ‘S  . . . collecting  days  started  in  1916  with  U .S . and  foreign  stamps  and 
continued  through  the  years  with  coins  and  other  fields  of  numismatics  which  included 
collecting  emergency  money  of  the  world  and  in  1933  he  became  interested  in  wooden 
money.  In  1950  he  entered  the  field  of  regular  coinage  of  the  U.S.  and  foreign  countries. 

IN  1953  ...  the  many  imperfections  on  Lincoln  cents  became  a fascination  to  him.  He 
began  to  study  and  do  research.  I used  to  see  ads  in  COIN  WORLD  advertising  his 
Lincoln  errors.  In  time  he  disposed  of  all  his  hobbies  and  devoted  full  time  to  writing 
and  research. 

HIS  ARTICLES  ON  WOODEN  MONEY  ..  . appeared  in  every  numismatic  publication 
and  many  newspapers  including  the  NEW  YORK  HERALD  TRIBUNE,  NEW  YORK  WORLD 
TELEGRAM,  NEW  YORK  MIRROR  etc.,  etc.,  etc.  His  "History  and  Check  List  of 
Wooden  Money"  was  followed  by  five  re-issues.  Emil  also  wrote  the  "Check  List  and 
Guide  to  Sales  Tax  Tokens,"  and  "Check  List  and  Guide  toMint  Errors-Cents"  and  they 
too  enjoyed  re-issues.  There  is  more  to  tell  than  there  is  space. 

FAREWELL,  MY  FRIEND  . . . Emil  Di  Bella,  who  was  so  proud  of  his  Honorary  Life 
Member  Two  besides  his  Charter  ^18  in  our  organization.  You  were  a great  gentleman, 
a great  numismatatist  and  a great  writer.  It  is  very  hard  to  say  goodbye. 

SOUTH  AMERICA  . . . On  a recent  cruise  out  of  San  Juan,  Puerto  Rico,  ship  passengers 
spent  a day  in  South  America.  Caracas,  Venezuela  is  an  interesting  city  in  which  to 
wander.

THE  QUINCY,  ILLINOIS  WOODEN  ROUNDS 


From  what  I understand,  there  have  been  questions  as  to  the  genuineness 
of  the  Quincy,  Illinois  wooden  nickels.  Wendell  C.  Morningstar,  for 
example,  wrote  in  the  March,  1979  issue  of  Timber lines  that  "at  one  time 
I could  point  out  all  legitimate  woods.  However,  pieces  such  as  ... 
Quincy,  111.  1955... I have  become  confused  about.  These  I will  never  own 
unless  they  come  from  some  resident  who  obtained  them  while  the  celebra- 
tion was  going  on."  Imagine  my  surprise,  then,  when  I was  at  my 
parents'  house  and  discovered  that  my  great-aunt,  Mrs.  Florence 
Ericson,  of  Quincy,  had  sent  my  younger  brother  two  of  these  suspect 
'wooden  nickels. 

I immediately  wrote  my  aunt,  who  responded  with  more  nickels  and  a promise 
to  send  me  information  on  these  woods  after  she  talked  with  a local 
historian.  Several  weeks  later  she  wrote  again,  and  provided  me  with  the 
following  information. 

These  woods  were  used  for  a Quinsippi  celebration  in  both  1955  and  1956. 
The  celebration  lasted  several  days  each  year,  and  was  sponsored  by  the 
Junior  Chamber  of  Commerce  - the  Jaycees.  The  woods  were  worth  5C  when 
spent  at  the  celebration,  but,  of  course,  were  kept  mostly  as  souvenirs. 

Interestingly  enough,  this  local  historian  has  conjectured  that  the  woods 
did  not  go  over  very  well,  for  while  "Quinsippi  Days"  is  still  held,  the 
issuance  of  these  wooden  rounds  was  not  repeated. 

My  aunt  sent  me  two  red  1956  rounds,  and  three  black  rounds,  which  are 
undated.  While  these  black  rounds  normally  do  not  have  dates  on  them, 
one  of  the  woods  sent  me  has  the  date  "1955"  handwritten  in  ink  on  it. 

This  helps  to  confirm  the  information  that  the  local  historian  told  my 
aunt  - that,  while  undated,  this  wood  was  issued  during  the  1955 
celebration. 

The  red  1956  round  has  a buffalo  on  one  side;  the  black  1955  round  has  an 
indian  head.

A wood  token  has  been  issued  to  commen*brate  the  70th 
anniversary  of  the  City  of  Timmins.  The  town  was  carved 
from  the  b ush  and  settled  in  1912  after  the  disasterous 
Porcupine  fire  of  1911.  It  was  named  after  Noah  Timmins, 
President  of  the  famous  Hollinger  Mine,  one  of  the  greatest 


Gold  producers  in  the  Western  Hemisphere.  In  1964  the 
discovery  of  the  Texasgulf  Copper-zinc  ore  bodv  (now 
Kidd  Creek  Mine)  brought  new  prosperity  to  the  area. 


Timmins  was  incorporated  as  a city  on  January  1,  1973 
when  it  acquired  a total  area  of  1,200  square  miles  which 
included  the  Town  of  Timmins,  and  settlements  of  Schumacher, 

South  Porcupine,  Porcupine,  Gold  City,  Gold  Centre,  Hoyle, 

Mount  joy  and  Connaught,  making  it  the  largest  city  in 
Canada  - in  area.

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He  said,  "Give  me  five"  so,  naturally,  I stuck  out  my  hand  for 
him  to  shake.  Hs  shook  it  and,  laughing,  handed  me  a wooden  nickel. 
"I  meant  $5.00,"  he  said. 

This  mythical  conversation  could  have  occurred  in  1981  between 
a customer  and  the  cashier  at  Sutliff,  Pa.  (Sutliff  Chevrolet  Co.) 
15th  and  Paxton  Street,  Harrisburg,  Pennsylvania. 

Sutliff' s "Golden  Anniversary"  celebration  began  with  a wine 
and  cheese  party  Tuesday  June  9,  1981  in  the  V.I.P.  Lounge  at 
Strawberry  Square  in  downtown  Harrisburg.  On  Wednesday,  during  a 
Golden  Caravan  of  Values  parade,  Sutliff ' s employees  paraded  thro- 
ugh central  Harrisburg  tossing  out  discount  tokens,  T-shirts  and 
cash  to  people  along  the  parade  route.  The  caravan,  complete  with 
police  escort,  consisted  of  nearly  75  new  Chevrolet  cars,  on  ten 
new  car  carriers,  and  a dozen  trucks  with  a value  of  approximately 
$1,000,000.00. 

"Wooden"  ya  know?  the  discount  tokens  were  in  fact  wooden  nick- 
els good  for  $5.00  credit  towards  $25.00  in  the  Service  Department. 

The  obverse  of  this  wood  contains  the  familiar  "Chevrolet"  emblem 
and  is  lettered:  $5  CREDIT  TOWARDS  $25/  emblem  /SUTLIFP/5Qth  ANNI- 
VERSARY/ GOOD  UNTIL/lO-l-81/SERVICE  DEPARTMENT  "reverse" e DON' T 
TAKE  WOODEN  NICKELS  • /FOR  THE  REAL  McCOY  SEE  OTHER  SIDE,  surround- 
ing a small  Indian  head,  left,  in  a circle,  in  black. 

When  the  wooden  tokens  were  tumed-in  for  credit  they  were  hand 
countermarked  with  the  date  and/or  the  voucher  number.  Some  100 
were  turned  in  proving  their  popularity  as  a collectible. 

A total  of  5,000  wooden  nickels  were  purchased  from  Phillip 
Levin  & Co.,  Harrisburg  April  22,  1981,  having  been  manufactured 
by  Eloee  Co.,  San  Antonio,  Texas. 

Sutliff  Chevrolet  Co.  was  founded  October  1931  by  brothers  Leo 
and  Ellis  Sutliff  with  21  employees  and  new  car  sales  of  350.  It 
was  then  located  at  407  Cameron  Street,  Harrisburg  where  it  re- 
mained until  1948.  Gregory  L.  "Greg"  Sutliff,  the  current  presi- 
dent and  general  manager,  is  a son  of  the  late  Ellis  Sutliff. 

Over  135,000  cars  and  trucks  have  been  sold  in  the  past  50  years 
with  nearly  5,000  sales  in  1978  alone.  The  company  has  grown  from 
a modest-sized  2-story  building  on  2 acres  to  a sprawling  12  acre 
facility  including  8 buildings  with  about  100,000  square  feet  of 
floor  space. 

There  were  also  wooden  nickels  issued  in  1968.  They  were  similar 
to  the  '81' 3 except  the  emblem  was  missing  and  they  were  good  for 
$1.00  towards  $5.00  credit  attesting  to  the  inflationary  trend.  It 

is  believed  these  were  also  printed  by  Elbee.

Three  new  wooden  tokens  issued  recently  by  L.H.  "Scoop*  Levry,  Moose  Jaw, 
Saskatchewan,  are  now  available  to  collectors. 

A wooden  dollar  issued  jointly  by  A1  Bllaan,  who  was  dealer  booster 
for  Scoop  as  Coin  Week  1982  chair*  n is  printed  red  on  the  obverse  and  blue 
on  the  reverse.  Al  Bllaan  is  executive  secretary  of  the  Canadian  Association  of 
Numismatic  Dealers,  Toronto,  Onttrlo. 

Tbs  second  wooden  dollar  is  the  third  in  Scoop's  "Double  Louis*  series  - 
this  is  Double  Louis  III  and  is  printed  in  red  both  sides.  One  side  commemorates 
the  Canadian  Numismatic  Association  Convention  in  Uinnipeg,  Canada,  July  15-18,

On  Wed.  Aug.  18  th  the  second  day  of  the  American  Numismatic  Association, 
convention  at  Boston,  IOWMC , had  a spot  for  the  presentation  of  the  hobby  of 
Wooden  Money  Collecting,  at  the  Little  Theater,  set  aside  from  the  bourse. 

The  most  logical  person  to  present  the  program,  was  a member  from  the  state 
of  Washington,  where  the  first  issue  of  Wooden  Money,  originated  in  Americia.

The  program  started  with  the  reason  for  the  issuance  of  Wooden  scrip  by 
Tenio,  Washington,  in  December  of  1931  and  on  through  1932,  and  the  issue  of 
the  tax  Wood  in  1935*  Also  the  issues  of  Aberdeen,  and  Bremerton,  1933  ( Old 
Ironside,  visit  ) Blaine,  Olympia,  and  South  Bend  1933/34  continueing  on  to 
later  issues.  Slides  were  shown  of  the  various  issues  and  norrated.  At  several 
points  Byron  Johnson,  a leading  numismatis  of  Washington  State,  -was  ask 

to  fill  in  additional  infromation. 

Two  display  cases  were  filled  with  many  of  the  issues,  some  recently  and 
a few  corresponding  notes.  It  was  regretful  that  the  bourse  sound  system  at 
times  almost  drowned  out  the  speaker.  Of  27  seats  24  were  occupied  and  the  one 
hour  of  alloted  time  went  very  fast. 

It  was  with  great  pleasure  to  see  the  ANA  Boston  representative  present  a 

medal  of  appreciation  to  Allan,  and  at  the  IOWMC.  meeting  present  him  with  a 

Appreciation  Award  Wood,  for  a job  well  done.  , . . „

These  mules  are 
used  by  the  many  Pack  Stations  in  the  area. 
They  are  so  proud  of  the  fact  that  each 
year  they  hold  an  Annual  Mule  Day  Celebra- 
tion during  the  Memorial  Day  weekend.  The 
celebration  starts  on  a Friday  evening  in 
Bishop,  CA  at  the  Tri-County  Fair  Grounds. 
Then  on  Saturday  morning  the  big  Mule  Day 
Parade  takes  place.  Participants  of  the 
parade  include  the  U.S.  Forrest  Service, 
Yosemite  National  Park  and  Sequoia-King 
National  Park.  Display  entries  demonstrate 
how  mules  were  used  in  the  early  days.  Some 
comedy  entries  are  always  good  for  a big 
laugh  such  as  a mule  carrying  a bed,  an 
out  house  or  a bath  tub. 

Following  the  parade  they  have  a mule  shoe 
shoeing  contest.  This  is  some  contest,  as 
some  of  the  old  timers  put  forth  their  best 
efforts  and  show  how  a quality  shoeing  job 
can  be  done  on  all  four  feet  of  the  mule  in 
five  minutes;  and  they  demonstrate  both  the 
speed  and  the  skill. 

Then  Sunday  brings  on  several  events  that 
prove  to  be  exciting  and  educational  such 
as  mule  races  - barrel  racing  - calf  roping 
and  pole  bending  contests.  There  is  also 
a braying  contest.  This  give  owners  or 
contestants  the  chance  to  mimic  the  star 
of  the  celebration.  Some  not  only  act  like 
a mule,  they  really  sound  like  one. 

Sunday  morning  brings  us  to  the  Big  Pancake 
Breakfast  under  the  clear  blue  skies  that 
is  served  with  hot  coffee.  After  that-- 
the  halter  and  reining  contest,  then  the 
pulling  contest;  and  the  grand  finalle  is 
the  choice  of  the  judges  to  count  up  the 
accumulated  points  of  each  mule  to  see 
which  one  has  won  the  title  of  "World 
Champion  Mule." 

During  the  1982  celebration.  May  28-29-30 
and  31,  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  Bishop, 
CA  issued  a set  of  two  wooden  nickels  for 
this  celebration.  They  are  the  standard 
1-1/2"  round  wooden  nickel.  There  is  a 
black  wood  and  the  other  wood  is  red. 

The  black  wood  is  the  small  Indian  Chief 
in  a circle  of  black  with  wooden  nickel  on 
top  and  face  5<f:  value  on  bottom. 


The  red  colored  wood  is  the  charging 
buffalo  with  wooden  nickel  on  top  and 
face  value  of  5<£  on  the  botton.  Both 
reverse  are  alike  except  for  color  and 
say  Mule  Days,  Bishop,  CA.
